Out of the 
seventy proposed amendlments that 
have been brought before the con- 
vention only seveq have been finally 
disposed of. 


Two hours, from eleven, until one 


o'clock, were occupied in a discussion 
ot" the report submitted 'by the com^ 
mittee on legislative department on 
the amendment proposed by the Hon. 
E. G. Leacli of Franklin. 


Mr. Leach's amendment proposed 


that hereafter ail cities or towns in 
the state shall have no right to ex- 
empt from taxation 
any 
property 


used1 for profit or gain. 


The legislative committee submit- 


ted a resolution "that it is inexped- 
ient to amend the constitution in this 
respect." 


The question before the convention 


was the adoption or rejection of this 
resolution, and! no less, than twenty 
speeches, more or less brief, were de" 
livered. 


Finally, just before one 
o'clock, 


the convention voted, on a division, 
260 to 37, to adopt the committee's 
recdmmeadation "that it is inexpedi- 
ent to amend." 


Just before the morning adjourn- 


ment Senator Chandler gave notice 
that at two o'clock he would move 
that the convention go into a com- 
mittee of the whole for the consider' 
ation of the various resolutions re- 
latin|g to trusts.

In these days of activity in the line 


of Christmas mailing there axe a few 
rules that may well be urged' upon 
the patronfs of the mail. These rules 
may be expressed annually and are 
borne in mind to a great extent by 
the more cautious users of the mail, 
but the advice aiong this line is never 
amiss, and there are certain facts 
that it is well to again present. 


First is to get your packages to the 


postoffice early. Of course there is 
great pleasure in having your 
gift 


timed .-o that it may reach the person' 
for whom it is intended at just the 
right period, but this is not 
always 


to be depended upon, and it is bet- 
ter to have the package arrive a few 
hours early than several late. So it 
may be the be=t advice of all to say, 
start your mail packages along early. 


Tie them up securely. Place your 


name on the outside of your pack- 
ages, aa a precaution in case they are 
lost. See that the sufficient postage 
is placed on them. 
If you are in. 


doubt ask the clerk at the postoffice 
to weigh them- and give you the price 
exacted for the carrying. This is bet" 
ter than to have the package held up 
and tha addressee notified that it is 
deficient in postage and it may be 
secured on th3 payment of the de- 
ficiency. If you are sending pictures 
or calendars, see that they are pro- 
tected' by cardboard to avoid crush- 
ing and fragile articles should 
be 


wrapped and protected sufficiently. 


There will be every corivenience at 


the postoffice for caring for the out- 
going mail, and every effort will be 
made to deliver all 
the 
incoming. 


There is a busy season looked for and 
prepared* for, anid if these easy pre- 
cautions are remembered there wili 
be no trouble at all in either .the 
sending or the- reception of imail.

While 
the eggs are not as large as hens' egp-s 
they fire of excellent quality. There 
ure two distinct breeds of guineas, thf 
white anil the pearl. They are botl. 
about the same size and about the 
same in hiibits. Tho wlijtc guineas nrc. 
much turner than the pearls, and the? 
are not so noi^y. The white guineas 
are quite as good bug catchers and as 
good producers of eggs as the pearls. 
They are preferable to the pearl guin 
eas on account of their tamer nature, 
and they are not so likely to leave th< 
nest when eggs are taken out. I thinl< 
that when poultry raisers get bettei 
acquainted with these birds they wil^ 
increase in popularity.—A- J. Legs i':

sows I would advise the Chester White 
or a cross of Chester White ^ad York- 
shire. 


Select a good Chester White sow that 


stands well on her feet, with good 
shoulders and hams, good back and 
barrel, wide between eyes and twelve 
or more teats. Bred to a good grade or 
thoroughbred Yorkshire hoar, she will 
produce pigs that will grow, and at ten 
months they will be in good market 
shape. From a litter of pigs from such 
a sire and dam you could select some 
good young brood sows. I always pick 
out my sows for breeding purposes at 
eight weeks old, and then if they de- 
velop well breed them at eight months 
go they will farrow at a year. I have 
bred young sows at five to six months 
old when I have been short of pigs 
and thought the demand would call for 
it and had fairly good results. 


If some of the sows do not give as 


good results with the first litter as ex- 
pected, it is not always best to discard 
them, especially if they are of a quiet 
disposition and mother their pigs well. 
The second litter may be more satis- 
factory. Keep a good breeder. I have 
kept some sows seven and eight years 
and knew them so well that I could al- 
most tell in advance how their pigs 
would develop and did 'not have to 
worry about them at farrowing time. 
My method is to bring in the sows from 
the 3'ards where they have run to the 
building where the pens are, about five 
or six feet square, and get them used 
to the surroundings, also to cleaning 
and bedding the pens, so they will not 
jump up at any one getting in their pen. 
Then at farrowing time they are quiet 
and not easily disturbed by any one en- 
tering or looking in their pens, which 
otherwise might result in a lot of tram- 
pled pigs.

The critical time with the lbrood sow 


is the first two weeks after she far- 
rows.

the mother with corn and giving chill- 
ing drinks, which produce Indigestion 
and fever.

ded with clean, dry straw, and give 
them all the sunlight possible.

young pigs, especially if the sow 
suckles well, in this way preventing 
thumps, which carries off the finest of 
the, litter.

America's cup is being pushed rapidly 
forward, and Designer Nat Herreshoff, 
at whose yards at Bristol. R. I., she is 
being constructed, says she will be 
launched earlier in the spring than any 
previous defender. Manager C. Oliver 
Iseiin of the new craft is allowing no 
expense to be spared iu building tbe 
ninety footer, and his wide experience 
in international yachting affairs makes 
him a particularly valuable man for 
the position. 


Mr. Iseiin was also manager of the 


Defender in her races against Lord 
Dunraven's Valkyrie III. and of Colum- 
bia in her first cup race, that against 
Shamrock I. 


Captain Charlie Barr, the famous 


Scotch skipper from the banks of thfe 
Clyde, is to sail the new racing ma- 
chine. 


It has developed that the latest pro- 


duction of the Herreshoff boat factory 
is to cost §23,000 more than, any other 
defender floated from Bristol. The cost 
to the syndicate, of which Mr. Iseiin Is 
the managing owner, will thus be $275,-

about half an inch of their length. Of 
course the wire must not lie close to 
the wall. If it did, it would do little 
good. A distance from the wall of 
from a half to three-quarters of an inch 
is right. To fasten the other edges and 
the subsequent strips sixpenny nails 
are used, driven at such an angle as to 
stretch the wire as 'tight as a fiddle 
string." It must be remembered that 
poultry wire must be stretched side- 
wise oa account of the marginal wire. 
If the wire lies too close to the house, 
It must be kept out with screws. 


Now for the plaster. Have it all 


made at once. If you do not. it will not 
be all of just the same color. Use good 
fresh lime and sharp silicons sand. 
Do not let your plasterer make the 
mortar "rich" w-lth lime. Make it as 
masons make their mortar, with the 
right proportions of sand and lime, BO 
that it will harden into stone. 


The plaster should be put on In two 


coats. Let the fust one barely cover 
the wire. It goes through the wire 
ngainst the wall and is merely thick 
enough to hide it. It should not be 
made smooth. Before it Is very dry put 
on a thinner coat. Let it get tolerably 
dry, but not hard; then have it ''float- 
ed" down with a wooden "float," This 
is merely a square bo.ird about eight 
inches square. It is given a circular 
motion and smooths off the •« all. The 
plaster must be wet as floated. This is 
done by means of a Inu-icct of water 
nnd brush, the brush not touched to 
the wall, btit used to sprinkle it. When 
it is floated it is done. Do not use any 
"white coat" or block it off to resemble 
stone. Be content to let it seem what 
it really is. It will satisfy you longer 
that "way. 


When it hardens, there is the plaster 


with the wire imbedded in about the 
middle of Its thickness. This "inven- 
tion" mny be applied to outbuildings, 
poultry houses, cow stable, etc., and 
especially for tho rejuvenation of old 
buildings.

Uelng wet and soft, the 
grains «oon sour and spoil; hence tht»y 
nro dried or are kept in ulioa. Some 
years before the modern silo was 
brought Into use tho same process wn» 
used for preserving grains for uso dur- 
ing the nummr-r. The method was then 
to pack tho wet grain* solidly In brick 
vaults below the snrfoce, and these pit 
silos arc still In use. The grains are a 
little »our trhcn uaod in the winter, but 
they mnke good milk.

Exeter, Dec. 16. 


At the present time there are two 


political questions which, are causing 
a vast amount of interest and talk 
by both the rank and ffje and 
the 


•politicians here. The questions are 
prohibition vs. jocal option and the 
limiting of the number of represen- 
tatives in the general court to 300. 


If one in Exeter attempted to se- 


cure ideas of even the leading men 
only on the license question we ven- 
ture to suggest that he would give up 
in despair and, as a well known Iman. 
said today, there are about as many 
opinionis in town as there are people. 
The question of representatives 
is 


one requiring much thought, but ev- 
erybody has his ideas on the liquor 
question and among the people gen- 
erally the concensus of opinion seems 
to be that the prohibitory law is well 
enough, as it is thoroughly enforced 
here. 


Naturally in a town^the size of Ex- 


eter there wouldi be a difference of 
opinion on any important 
question 


where there could possibly be two 
sides so the adherents of a license 
iaw here are many. And the reason 
for their stand is that they believe 
it for the interest of the town. The 
leading citizens of the place, those 
•who have given the subject much 
thotight. believe that the 
licensing 


power should be vested' in the police 
commission and not in a state licens" 
ing board. TEe commissioners' 
here 


are all men of well known integrity 
and sound judgment • and it 
is be- 


lieved that, kujowing all 'local condi- 
tions, they would1 be better qualified 
to judge who would be fit persons 
to he entrusted with 'licenses than 
would a state board at Concord 


The greatest objection among ail 


classes to a local option law seams 
to be that at every March meeting 
there would be a great struggle be- 
tween the prohibitionists and 
loca'i 


optionists, wheras things 
are now 


very quiet and orderly at our town' 
meetings. Perhaps a few politicians 
and "ward1 heelers" would prefer the 
excitement, but it is believed that the 
average citizen and tax-payer "finds 
contentment in the way everything is 
conducted! now. And thus it can be 
assuimed here that it is believed that 
a licence law should be for a specific 
term of years and not be an annual 
bone of contention. 


While it is 
recognized that 
a 


houso of representatives of the pres- 
etit number must be very unwieldy 
and' must naturahy continue to grow, 
besides being ludicrou'iy out of pro- 
portion when compared to houses of 
other and: larger states or that of 
the Federal government, yet Exeter 
would see her number of represen- 
tatives diminished with feelings of 
the keenest regret. 


It seems that Exeter should take 


her stand! with the cities of the state 
on this question, for while perhaps 
the "town system" is the only prac- 
ticable one at the present time, 'still 
under the 
now 
apportionment, 
it 


looks as if the control o£ the legis- 
lature would pass into the hands 
of the smaller towns,'for the 
next 


•decade or more, and we'Should have, 
in the opinion, of many at least, an 
ancLtialy of representation by num" 
ber of squara miles, whether covered 
by forests, bogs, fields, meadows or 
what not, instead of according to the 
rates of population.

' HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS. 


France and Switzerland truing Tar 


on Their HoKd«. 


Our consul at Lucerne, Switzerland, 


nas recently made a report on a meth- 
od which has been adopted In southern 
France of oiling or tarring the ronrta 
for the purpose of laying dust, snys the 
Boston Herald. The process adopted 
Is to take a well rounded macadam- 
ized road and to wash aud brush it ou 
the clay before the tarring operation to 
tho extent of laying bare the macadam. 
After all trace of humidity has disap- 
peared the tar, heated by a traA-eling 
furnace, is sprinkled ovsr the road liy 
a fan shaped nozzle from a tnuk coa- 
tainlng about fifty gallons. When the 
tar has begun to cool, flue sand is scat- 
tered over the part of the road thus 
treated, and the street Is closed to traf- 
fic for a few days. 


Experiments made In southern France 


anil Switzerland of thus treating a 
macadamized roadway are said to liave 
proved wonderfully satisfactory. The 
tarred surface is not slippery, and y»t 
It Is so hard that the horses' hoofs 
lenve no trace in it, while, the tar tins 
not been observed to soften In the hot- 
test weather. 
Rainstorms cause no 


damage. The water washes off the 
eurface without making it slippery and 
run's away rapidly without soaking Into 
the road. 


Tho cost In France for the materials 
n tlila form of road treatment, with 
he price of tar reckoned at $O.G5 pet- 
on, Is not much over 1 cent per sqtiare 
ard, unii it is evident that a roa^l pro- 
octeU by an impenetrable surface from 
lumldity and the grinding action of 
horses' hoofs Is likely to last much 
onger thau where these two destnic- 
tlve forces are given full play.

One year ago la«t July the entire 


corn bell suffered from a drought so 
severe that JioljTS of cattle were con> 
{•ellt-d to ship thi-rn to market or lose 
them. Receipts at all tbe leading mar- 
ket points then swi-llfd to the record 
height for the time of year, and it was 
freely predicted by wi-11 posted nieij 
that snpphes would run 6bon until an- 
other crop of calves liad been raised 
and matured for the block. This year 
there is the most abundant herbage in 
all the grain growing states that the 
oldest inhabitant can remember, and 
yet fcvtlers are pouring tbeir cattle 
into the trading points in numbers 
nearly if n&t quite equal to those 
marked on the boards during the dry 
time. 


A status akin to panic obtains among: 


the fatteners of beef, says Breeder's 
Gazette. On Monday. Xov. 10, cattle 
on the hoof were worth in Chicago 
from ?2 to ?:i.50 per hundredweight 
less than they were sixty to eighty 
days ago, and yet the receipts that day 
totak-d nearly 31,000 head, on Tuesday, 
Xov. 
11, upward of 12,f»00 head and on 


Wednesday around 24.000 head. The 
natural result of such enormous deliv- 
eries on an already overloaded market 
was to send prices swiftly down, and 
in the opinion of some of the leading 
men of the yards it would have taken 
a bunch of genuine Christmas cattle to 
have landed at $7.40. whereas it is not 
so long ago that 0 cents a pound was 
paid for several droves that were not 
of the strictly prime Christmas sort 


In a statement sent out from tbe Un- 


ion stockyards in Chicago the follow- 
ing occurs: 


"Good judges feel sure that cattle 


prices during tbe next six weeks will 
be foiled to the lowest level that will 
be seen 
during the next 
twelve 


months." 


There is good reason for this predic- 


tion. The country Is full of cattle on 
feed. 
Shipments of feeders from all 


the important points, Chicago, Omaha 
and Kansas City, have been of the 
record breaking order, and there is an 
immense amount of soft and damaged 
corn in the grain states that must be 
fed up for the reason that it can be 
marketed in no other way. Thousands 
of these cattle are booked for ship- 
ment at a very early date in a merely 
warmed up condition and with others 
that were put Jn the lots a little earlier 
•will constitute the bulk of the arrivals 
for weeks to come. 


With a flood of such lean and half 


fatted beef no rise in prices can be ex- 
pected, and when a man voluntarily 
rushes Ills drove to market in a shape 
In which no slaughterer wants it who 
Is to blame but himself If he loses 
money? No matter where the price 
level will ultimately rest nor to what 
point it will be forced by the panicky 
feeling now prevalent among the hold- 
ers of feeding steers, it is plain thnt to 
overload the trade further Is to help 
prices down the hill.

There is also n 
groat demand, with better prices, for; n 
ftnall carcass, a weight not exceeding 
350 pounds being preferred to an ani- 
mal that Is heavier.—Hoard's Dairj-- 
mnn.

better for fattening cattle, shelled corn 
or corn broken into .sinnll plooo«. 


In reply Mr, W. A. Henry ways hla 


preference, other thlnps being nllko, is 
for the broken corn. In general the best 
way to food cattle Is the simplest way, 
find all forma of preparation do not 
n<3d anything ncressarily to the value 
of thr grain ff<l If the steers can com- 
fortably masticate the broken oars, 
then let th"rn have tho corn in that 
form. If tho (Trains of roni (ire dry 
and hard and tho steers lind difficulty 
la eating a milTiHont supply In perfect 
oomftnt, lht;n the prain must be further 
prepared by sonic means. This can be 
i ccompliKhed by crushing, by soaking 
or by pindlnf:. There are machines 
for crushing ear oorn which should do 
the work very Hatisfaetorily. When1 


hogH follow tho fitecrs let thu grains be 
not too finely brulan or soak the corn 
to make the material more witlufnotory 
to the animal. With Moors fed whole 
corn or that only coarsely ground or 
broken, bogs cuu work over the drop 
pings ami make mateiial gains thereon.
